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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this apphcation is 
eUgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the fmahty of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Apphcant's submission filed on 1/12/2004 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/9/2003 has been considered 
by the examiner. However, the examiner wishes to note that the reference merely submitted 
without any English translations of an abstract have only been considered on the merits of that 
which was in English and no more. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest reference is Kaneko et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,300,459 ("Kaneko") 

Applicants claim a liquid crystal polyester resin comprising 1-500 mmol% of a recurring 

unit which is a residual group of 4-fflP and/or SA based on the total of all the recurring units, an 

10-5,000 ppm of an alkah metal. 
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Kaneko teaches aromatic polycaibonated having high molecular weight and the process 
for production of such materials wherein the product of an aromatic polycarbonate and an active- 
hydrogen compound reaction is further reacted (or treated (2:26-35) with a salicylic acid ester 
derivative expressed by chemical formula (1) (abstract). A polyester carbonate can be produced 
by utilizing a dicarboxylic acid derivative in the above process for the production of 
polycarbonate (5: 10-14). Furthermore, Kaneko teaches that low contents of alkali metals 
existing as impurities in the SA ester derivative are preferable (12:27-31) however, the contents 
of such impurities are 10 ppm or less for alkali metals (12:32-35). Although there exists overlap 
at lOppm, this reference is not considered anticipatory as neither the claimed invention, nor the 
identity of the invention, are identically disclosed and instead requires picking and choosing 
among a number of different options Mendenhan v. Astec Industries, Inc., 13 U.S.P.Q.2d 1913, 
1928 (Tenn. 1988), aff'd, 13 U.S.P.Q.2d 1956 (Fed. Cir. 1989). It is clear from the Applicants' 
teaching that the alkali metal is not merely at "impurity" levels but is crucial to the desired 
properties of the invention.
